(CTE: The following is a translation of notes written for this report 
by BLaSCHi&, giving Hitler's abridged case history as a dental patient in the 
years 193) to 19°.) 


“In the beginning of the year 1934 I vas, at the instance of the then 
(Prussian) Prime Minister GCERING, called to the Reich Chancellery. I was told 
that sdolf Hitler had a toothache. Upon examination I found a svelling of the 
gingiva of the left lower jar, extending from the left central incisor to the 
left cuspid. The lover left lateral incisor had at its distal end a cavity 
which extended as far as the pulp cavity. The pulp vas deac and the tooth 
sensitive to pressure. «ll lover incisors, essecially the ones on the left, 
were very loose. 


"The pains could be caused either by an abscess in the area of the root- 
tips or by an ebscess in the gingival pocket of the lever left lateral incisor. 


"After opening of the root canal and removel of an ebundance of tartar the 
pains soon decreased in intensity and diseppeared completely over night. 


"The »~-rey paotos showed the folloving: a lentil-sized light spot around 
the tip of the root of the lorer left lateral incisor. Strong atroohy of the 
alveoli, most pronounced around the lower right central incisor anc the lover 
left’central and lateral incisors... 


‘During the follovin:, days--besides the treatment of the root of the lover 
left lateral incisor--terter was thoroughly. The gingivitis healed and the 
teeth became stecdier and again fit for use. The treatment of the root took a 
noriral course. The tooth was filled rit: iodaoform-peste ( alkhoff) and temp- 
orerily closed... . 


"In the upper jat much more cxtensive vork was necessiry. There existed on 
cither side bridges rhich vere connceted by an arch behind the left incisors. 
Three fourths of the upper left lateral incisor vas broken off. The arch con- 
necting the tvo bridges caused ennovance because fooc particles got caught in 
it easily. The gingiva hed receded considerably from the edges of the existing 
gold crovns, so that the necks of tue teeth vere exposed. Ceries had started at 
some of these points. 


"The old bridges had to de removed cna replaced, is the upper right central 
incisor was ¢lready absent and replaced by part of the bridge and as, in ada- 
ition, the lateral incisor was 5’ broken off, the gaps vould heve impeded 
speech. Hitler refused a temporary replacement through a removable dental plate 
for the period of manufacture (of the net) replacements). It was then possible 
to remove both bridges in their entirety. They were taken out at each sitting 
and temporarily fastened again eftervard. The root of the upper left laterel 
incisor, “hich had to be completely removed for the fitting-on of the nev crown, 
received a temporary pivot-tooth.

Dr Hugo Johannes BLASChXE was a Brigadefuehrer (Leader of a Brigade) 
and Brig Gen in the Waffen-SS. He was called in to treat Hitler by Hermann 
GOERING in the early part of 1934. He was Eitler's dentist from that time 
until his departure from the Reichs Chancellory and BERLIN during the night 
of 20-21 apr 45. His last treatment of Hitler was somé time in mid-February, 
1945. Neither henor anybody else is believed to have treated the Fuehrer 
after that timc. 


The description of Hitler's teeth was made by BLASCHi& with the aid of 
X-ray pictures of Hitler's head taken on 19 Sep 4) (See Annex III of 1.b. 
above.) Source's infcrmation on Hitler's teeth is considered reliable. 


BLASCHKE was interned on 28 May 45 and interrogated during November and 
December of 195.

BLASCHX hed furnished a rather hasty and incomplete description of 
Hitler's teeth to interrogators at a previous place of internment. 


The Description on which the present report is based is the only one he 
meade with the aid of the X-ray photos mentioned in par 3.a. It can, there- 
fore, be considered cuthentic end accurete.

dentition in detail.

Since the gap had to be closed immediately, temporary window-crowns were made 

for the upper left central incisor and the upper right lateral incisor. The 
missing tooth was replaced by a procelain facet on a golden back part.

_ SIT égreed vith Hitler that I would have to examine his teeth in intervels 
of three or four months at the most, since only constant supervision, especially 
of the lover incisors, could tend to evoic simil:r extensive vork in the upper 
jar.

"Treatments vere preformed at cither the Berlin Chancellery or the Berghof 
on Obersalzberg.

"In the years 1938-39 I did not succeed for a long time (I think it vas 
a little more then a yeer) in treating Hitler. “‘henever I called I was told 
that treat: ent res not possible st the time, anc thet I should vait until not- 
ified. «hen I tas finally called pain was present. The upper left central 
incisor hac an extensive caries... 


"In contrast to previous years, treatments from nov on were more difficult 
to carry out, since Hitler had very little time. He vas in addition very 
worried about peins that might be caused by the treatments and demanded the 
greatest caution to have them avoidec. I could never be sure whether a treat- 
ment scheduled «ould come off or thether it would be postponed indefinitely. 

It was, however, possible to keep the tocth permanently quict... «4 conclusion 
of the treatment, i.c., filling of the root end final filling of the cavity, 
was. never achieved... 

"1% the ".clfsschanze" headquerters treatments vere performed in « truck- 
mour ted dental stetion, proviced by the guard battalion of the Regiment "Gross- 
Deutschland". Latcr, on account of the menace of air-raids, a dental station 
was installec in one of the shelters. 


"Tovards the end of September (1944) I vas called to the heedquarters. 
Hitler complained cbout slizht terd:rness of the gingiva -f the upper left jar. 
ne wes bed-ridden. He was, as Prof Morell told me, suffering from an inflem- 
maticn of the naso-oharyngcol area... 


iExamineticn of the left upper jaw disclosed only slight rubor of the 
gingive arounc the 2nd bicus;id, no pain end tardly any secretion. ‘hen Eitler 


wes able to get up egein, un X-rey phacto or the 2nd bicuspikc vas made. 
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The picture shoved a surprise formation of a ceep pocket around the vhole 
root, almost as far as the tip of the root. There must, consequently, have been 
an inflammation of this tooth in existence for the last months. It either dic 
hot cevse any pein, or the pain--vrongly diagnosed as neurcslgic--ras killed 
through obtundents. Despite thorough questionin. I could not get a clear pic- 
ture of the history of these pains from Hitler. Ee Ccisliked intensely talking 
about his health. . 


"I wantec earliest possible extrection of the toctii... “e bad to postpone 
this, hovever, because Hitlir's general condition did not permit an operation 
of this kind... 


"Jt the end of October (1944) I cbtained, after repeated reminders, per- 
mission to perform the extraction. 


"The old bridge or the left upper jaw was then cut in front of the gold 
crown or the 2nd bicuspic... The tooth, together vith the cut-off part of the 
bridge, ceme out very easily... . 


"On the occasion of this treatrent I insisted that the treetment of the 
root of the upper left central incisor be at last brought to an end, so that 
unnecessary complicetions could be avoided.e.e I vas promised that I would be 
called rithin the next few weeks. I actually did receive the order, cn 15 
December 19l/:, to report at the headquarters, where I arrived on 16 December. 
The headquarters was then in the vest, in the vicinity of GIESSEN. Since the 
offensive in the Viest hed started that morning I did not treat him... 


"From the micdle of Januery 1945 Hitler was constantly in the Berlin 
Reich Qhancellery. again and again he postponec the treatment of the upper left 
incisor. He came once to the dental station fa@ <= short while in mid-Februcry 
for a superficial examination. Besides the removal of tartar on the lower 
incisors no treatment was performed on that occasion," 


(BiscSCHki's statement on files containing cards :nd k-ray photos of his 
patients at the Reich Chanccllery follovs.) 


"The patients' file cards as well es the X-ray pictures of their teeti: were, 
since the middle of January 1945, constantly kept ct the cental station in the 
Voss-Stresse shelter of the Reich Chancellery. 


"On the night of 20/21 Jenuery 1945, I was ordered to be ready for 
movement, with a minimum of beggage, within an hour. I was helpec in dackins 
the little portable dental station which I vantec to take with me by my dental 
helper, lirs K:ethe iLEUSER NN, and my ag@sistant, Dr ROHKAMM. It is possible ana 
even likely thet the files rere put in the same box as the dental station. l'y 
baggage was then supposec to be sent from the Tempelhof eirfield to SALZBURG 
in « trenspert plene carrying baggege exclusively. This plane never arrived at 
S..LZBURG, anc from the Obersalzb<crg it could never be ascertained what hed 
become of ite"

UNICH during Hitler's stays at his field 
headquarters or during his travels, she was treated by a local dentist whose 


name BLASCHKE is unable to recall. 


Source states that, because of the irregularity of his treatments he is 
not absolutely certain about all the details of Eva BRAUN's dentition and he 
regards that the X-ray pictures taken of it peen last tvo paragraphs of Annex
